TODAY'S NEW 
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Cornelius Vanderbilt Sticides. 
| New Yours, April 8. 
Cornelius J. Vanderbilt, brother ot 
Wm. H. Vanderbilt, shot bimself at 
Glenham Hotel, 5th Avenue, yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock, and died from 
the effects of the wound at 6 o’clock. 
From the time of the shooting until 
his death Vanderbilt was unconécious. 


Many friends and members of his 
family were present when he passed 
away. The motive for the act given 
by friends is that it was the result of 
mental derangement brought on by 
years of suffering from epileptic fits. 
No other reason could be given, as his 
financial affairs are said to be in a 
most prosperous condition. 

Vanderbilt came to Glenham Hotel 
two weeks ago last Friday, from Flor- 
ida, where he had been spending sev- 
eral weeks, He bad previously vis- 
ited Hot Springs, Krkansas, for his 
health, which for the past year has 
been very poor. He was accompan- 
ied by his friend and traveling com- 
panion Geo. Terry, of this city, who 
has been with him continually for 
many years, in his travels and: at his 
home. Vanderbilt’s condition was 
such that assistance was likely to be 
needed any moment, when he might 
be taken with his epileptic fits, and 
‘for this reason a companion was in- 
dispensible. They engaged a suit of 
rooms on the 5th floor of the hotel, 
which is the one Vanderbilt always 
patronized when in the city. Vander- 
bilt occupied one room alone. He 
was in his room much of the time, and 
has been out but seldom since his ar- 
rival here. 

Mr. Terry was in his room the 
greater part of the morning, attending 
to the sick man's wants, but noticed 
nothing unusual in his actions or ap- 
pearance, as he seemed to be in per- 
fectly sound mind. Just before 1 he 
left the room for an adjoining apart- 
ment, which he occupied, to attend to 
some private affairs, leaving Vander- 
bilt, as he supposed, sleeping. He 
had been out about an hour. Mean- 
while he had heard nosound. Sud- 
denly he was startled by a loud re- 
port of a pistol comivg from the ad- 
joining room. Hastily jumping up, he 
rushed to the door, and, opening it, 
was horrified to see Vanderbilt strug- 
gling, apparently in the agonies of 
death. In his right temple was an 
ugly bullet wound, from which the 
blood slowly oozed. He still clasped 
in his outstretched hand a small, 
seven-chambered revolver, one of the 
barrels of which had been discharged. 
Terry identified the pistol as one which 
Vanderbilt had been in the habit of 
carrying for several years. 

Shortly after the struggles of the 
wounded man ceased, and the only 
evidence that life was not extinct was 
tthe slow and labored breathing. Dr. 
Robt. F. Weir, the family physician, 
when he arrived, pronounced the 
wound fatal, and said there was not 
the slightest hope of saving his life. 
Several attempts were made to restore 
him to consciousness, but without suc- 
cess. Vanderbilt never spoke after he 
was shot. : 

Meanwhile messengers were sent for 
his friends and family. The latter 
live in the city, but the deceased had 
not been on speaking terms with them 
for years. His brother, William H., 
arrived at the hotel between 4 and 5 
o’clock, and was shown to bis room. 
He said but little, and when teld his 
brother could not live remained ouly 
ashort time to make arrangements 
for the disposition of the body and 
then drove away. His visit wasffollowed 
by that of his son Cornelius and other 
of the dying man’s nephews, who re- 
side in the city, and who remained 
with him until he died. C. O. Perrin, 
Dr. Weir, and Scott Lord, Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s lawyer, were among others 
present at the death, which occurred a 
few minutes before six. 

VANDERBILT'S HISTORY. 


New Yoxk, April 3. 
Vanderbilt was 51 years old. He 
was one of thirteen children, and of 
three sons. In early life he lived with 
his father, Commodore Vanderbilt on 
Staten Island, but when he was 18 
vears old he left his home on account 
of some fancied injustice of his father. 
The Commodore allowed him between 
5100 and $200 a month to live on. 
In 1856 he married Miss Williams, of 
Hartford, Connecticut. She bure him 
no children, and lived. only a few 
weeks after her marriage. From in- 
fancy Cornelius was an invalid, and 
was subject to epileptic fits.

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Sneletons Eighteen Hundred Years Old. 
On January 24, the skeleton of a 
woman with a child was discovered at 
Pompeii, in a narrow street about 12 
feet above the level of the ancient 
pavement. It is well known that the 
catastrophe of 77 A. D. commenced 
with a thick shower of ‘small pumice 


stone, by which the streets of Pompeii | 505 
were covered up to the roofs of the | ip. 


houses. Stones were succeeded by’ 
ashes, which became solid, owin 
the successive showers of bottling 
water, and these ashes now form the 
tap layer of materials which cover the 
ruins of Pompeii. Most of the unhap 
py beings who remained in the houses 
after the eruption first reached ‘the 
town made their escape through the 
windows, but the greater part of these 
fugitives could have taken but few 
steps, and must have been quickly 
suffocated by the poisonous fumes. 
With one arm the woman whose skele- 
ton has now been found was clasping 


the legs of the child, whose body 


shows contraction in the arms and 
legs and a general emaciation, which 
led us to suppose that the child 
must have been very ill. It was a 
little boy about 10 years of age. 
Doubtless the woman was the mother 
of the child. Some jewels, found on 
the skeleton of the weman, indicate a 


person of condition; two bracelets of 
old encircled the arm which held the | 


v, and on the hand were two gold 
rings, the one set with an emerald on 
which is engraved a horn of plenty, 
and the other with an amethyst bear- 
ing a bead of Mercury.
